The Post Office have made various 
suggestions v/hich were unacceptable to the Parish Council, a^d 
negotiations ^re proceeding. Details of the outcome will be given 
as soon as possible. 

Planning Application . 

An application for outline planning permission to build a new 
Roman Catholic Church on the land at the end of Glade side was 
discussed. The Parish Council feel that the site is unsuitable and 
have pointed out several grounds for concer, chiefly on the matter 
of increased traffic and parking difficulties. 

Cycle Race 

Following the refcent highly successful cycle cross event, the Council 
wrote to a local cycling club suggesting that they might like to 
organise a cycle road race around the perimeter road, to be held 
at a v/eekend.

;3ach now year brings a fresh chcvllenge for the Gambridgechire Red 
Croco : the number of people in need both at home and abroad never 
goes down. 

Helping people in need is the main concern of the: Red Cross v/hether it 
is for special fundraising efforts for the victims of drought and famine 
in Ethiopia or for* helping elderly .aoKl disabled people in the community . . 

at home. 

The Red Cross means many different things to different people. In the 
memories of some older people it conjures up food parcels, first aid 
and VAL’s. Since those war years, hov/ever, the Red Cross has expanded 
its services and keeps on expanding them all the time. Here are a fev/ 
examples : 

every year the Red Cross trains more Eeauty Care volunteers to work 
in hospitals and homes to give patients a new interest in themselves. 

Cur transport and escort service which helps disabled and elderly people 
to travel v/hen otherwise they v/ould be trapped at home is in increasing 
dem and. 

^ The round of point-rto-point race meetings, go-karting, fetes,.,sponsored. 
walks and other events which need first aid cover by Red Cross volunteers 
never diminishes. 

Already many Cambridgeshire people give up their valuable free time to 
work with the Red Cross on these and other services, v/e always need 
more volunteers. 

Furthermore, as well as volunteers, v/e need funds to maintain the
